Biogenesis to all the various germs 
of communicable disease quite indu- 
pendent of the human jbeing, who 
directly or indirectly is responsible 
in practically all cases, 
Source of Discase 
The New Public Health finds the 
real source of disease in the individ- 
ual ‘himself and the emanations from 
his body which find their way by 
various routes to the healthy or un- 
infected individual. Examples of 
such agencies are ‘water, milk, foo! 
flies, and fingers, all of which may 
be the vehicle ‘by which diseane 
germs find thelr Way into the syr 
tems of the uninfocted. While health 
authorities should not fail tn giva 
considerable attention to the remov- 
al of nuisances, proper disposition of 
garbage and manure ete., and every 
is an offence tp the 
aesthetic aspirations of the intetli- | 
went chtizen, they must concentrate 
their energies largely on the real 
sounce of communicable disease, 
if they would prevent to as great 
an extent as possible the 
spread of an epidemic, To this end 
there should therefore be invest'-

Tarecly a Fallacy 

That the air is one of the chief 
vehicles in the conveyance of com- 
|municable disease Was the universa! 
belief a generation ago even among 
medical men and the text books on 
Hygiene used at that time religiously 
taught that doctrine, Perhaps ths 
| most dificult problem pybiich healt! 
officials have to confront, is to dis- 
‘lodge from the minds of the public 
at large, this firmly fixed but mla- 
taken belicf. That alr infection was 
considered of relatively greater im- 
portance in surgery than contact in: 
fection in the eighties, is indicated 
by the preparations for an operat- 
}ion in vogue at that time at Bella 
}vue hospital, Dr, Chapin, of Provt- 
‘dence, who has given many years to 
a atudy on this subject, relates how 
a carbolic spray was used fn the op- 
erating room for several hours be- 
fore the operation, to disinfect the 
atmosphere, Me relates how, durin 
an operation, the surgeon dropped 
his knife on the floor, picked it up, 
wiped it, on his gown, and proceed- 
o4 with the operation, and that the 
incident attracted littie notice and 
caused no comment. We know now 
that air infection of wounds tsa a 
negligible quantity. Ochsner save: 
"Air infection is not impossible, but 
practically no wound infection {s to 
be considered except from contaat.' 
And yet it has been clearly demon- 
strated that the alr of operating 
rooms does not contain mua or 
ganisms. This explanation of their 
Inon-virulence {s probably due to 
their greatly diminished vitality, dua 
{to drying and exposure to light, and 
{to their small number. In any cass, 
| they fail to infect the freshly ent 
tissues of an open wound, This being 
the case, it is reasonable to believe 
| that the ordinary pathogenlo or- 
ganisms float in the air in such num- 
bers and ‘possessed of sufficient vita'- 
{ty to penetrate the intact muoons 
surfaces of the respiratory or ali- 
mentary tract? 

Mosquito Sting Factor 

Since the mosquito has ‘been 
{found to be the factor in the case 
of malaria and yellow fever, prev- 
| {ously believed to be air-borne dis 
}ease researches have reduced the 
{list of possible air-borne diseases 
jto a comparmitively small number, 
and in these too, the atr as a medium 
of infection is relatively speaking 
|now known to be unimportant. That 
measies smallpox and tuberculosts 
tnay be at times air-borne is etill 
An open question, but many of the 
leading authorities who have atud 
fed these diseases maintain that air 
Infection is relatively so rare and 
unimportant as to jbe negligible. Jn 
my experience {in Edmonton witn 
over four hundred cases of smallmox 
I have been able to satisfy myself 
that personal contact with a prev- 
fous case was present In the great 
majority of daises, and in no 
case have T been adie to prove, 
where either fomites or alr infection 
might appear to have been a pos- 
sible source, that contact could he 
absolutely excluded as a factor oe 
an article on air as a vehicle of « 
fection, in the February number of 
lthe Journal of the American Medicu 
| Association, Dr. Chapin, superinten-

A TEN CENT RATE TO AN ICE-FREE PORT. 
* 

The rail distance from Edmonton to Ft. Wil 
liam is 1,246 miles by the National and 1,267 by 
the C.P.R. For purposes of caleulatien say 4.250 
miles. The rate on wheat is 15.5 cents a bushel. 
This is 11-4 cents per hushel per 100 miles, or in 
decimals .00125 per bushel per mile. 

The rail distance from Edmonton to Vancou 
ver by the National railway is 770 miles, At 00125 
per bushel per mile the rate on wheat should be 
09625, or say 10 cents a bushel. At present it 1s 15 
cents a bushel, which is five cents more than it} 
should be 

There is no excuse, much less a reason for 
charging a higher rail rate westward than east 
ward over the National railway. The railway was 
built when it was and as it was for the express 
purpose of giving the cheapest possible haul to 
the Pacific. The grades, character of road bed 
material for road construction and upkeep, water 
supply, fuel supply and climatie conditions are 
all in favor of the western as compared with the 
eastern haul. While the sum of the adverse 
erades are less going westward than east ard the 
vrades which favor westbound trafic are in} 
greater proportion than those which favor tratfie 
to Jt. William inasmuch as the drop is to sea level 
at Vancouver while It. William is 617 feet above 
6cu level 

A car of wheat is approximately 1,000 
bushels. A saving of five cents a bushel in freight 
is equal to $50 a car, On an Alberta wheat crop 
of 50 yillion bushels the saving would be $2,500, 
000. This would not make Alberta rich, but it 
would be a substantial saving, which wovld be 
reflected in inereased production aud therefore 
in inereased railroad earnings and in genera! 
prosperity. 

The investigation into the lake rates ou the 
grain exports of last season has diselosed the 
most conclusive reasons that have yet been given 
for the equipment of the ports of Vancouver and 
Rupert to handle the grain trade of the prairies 
and the reduction of westbound rates to the east 
bound level.

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THE NATIONAL FUEL SUPPLY. 


The Minister of the Interior rather diverted 
attention from the national fuel problem to him- 


| self when he said the other day that Alberta coal | 


was too far away to come into general use in On- 
taria, and that that province would have to go on 
importing the bulk of its fuel from Pennsylvania, 
As might be expected, the statement produced a 
state of intensified interest among the coal pro- 
ducers of this province, and they have since been 
supplying the Minister with telegraphed informa- 
tion anent freight rates and other relevant items 
which is calenlated to correct the notion that 
shipping Alberta coal to Ontario is not commer- 
cially practicable. 

It is to be supposed that the Minister got his 
information on freight rates from officials in the 
mines department at Ottawa, who seem to have a 
predispositién to wrong ideas as to Alberta coal, 
its quality, usefulness and availability. In any 
case he was wrong, both*as to the freight rates 
and as to the general proposition that Ontario 
cannot draw its future coal supply from the mines 
in this province. It does not cost sixteen dollars 
per ton to ship Alberta coal to Ontaria, The cost 
is twelve dollars and a half, And as for the prac- 
ticability of doing it; it is being done, Alberta 
coal has been going to Ontario all winter, and 
several cars have even been shipped to Quebec. 
That is the final reply to the argument that the 
thing can’t be done, 

It is, of course, true that conditions this win- 
ter have been unusual. Pennsylvania has been 
niggardly with its Canadian customers, compared 
to years past. 
even more niggardly in the years to come, and 
that is the matter of real importance. The home 
demand is eoming yearly nearer to the point 
where it will consume the entire output of the 
mines in the United States. It is admitted by 
thase who should know on cither side of the line 
that that point will be reached some time, and 
probably soon enough that central Canada would 
be showing foresight if it began now to look 
ubout for some other permanent source of supply.. 

Alberta is in the running as that alternative 
source. 
nearest to Ontario which produces fuel of suit- 
able character. With the Pennsylvania 
cut off, it is almost inevitable that Ontario should 
buy its coal from Alberta. Of course there is 
coal elsewhere in the world, and plenty of it. But 
it cannot be laid down in Ontario cheaper than 
the Alberta product, even under present freight 
rates. Last fall when it became apparent that 
central Canada would have to look elsewhere 
than to Pennsylvania for a part of its require- 
ments the provincial fuel controller for Ontario, 
city councils, and all others concerned, seem to 
have looked in every direction for coal except to 
Alberta. Of all other possible sources they de 
cided that Wales was the most satisfactory. Coa) 
was imported from Wales by the shipload, only to 
find that the laid down cost was greater than that 
of Alberta coal. 

The operators of this province who have been 
selling coal in Ontario this winter have not been 
doing so on the strength of any sentimental pre 
ference. They delivered the goods cheaper than 
they could be had elsewhere and got the orders 
even though there seemed to b a general desire to 
buy elsewhere. If Alberta coal can sell in fairly 
large quantities in Ontario against all other com- 
petitors except Pennsylvania, even at present 


freight rates, the conclusion is that with the 


Pennsylvania supply still more restricted or cut | 


off Ontario would under present conditions draw 
upon the mines of this province for the bulk of its 
fuel 

The question of distance—and freight rates— 
is not therefore a question of exclusive interest 
{o the mine operators in Alberta. It is coming to 
he even more pressingly a matter of concern to 
the coal users in Ontario. Alberta coal is not by 
uny means cheap when it lands in the Ontario bin. 
But it is apparently the cheapest coal they can 
get, except from Pennsylvania, What has to be 
paid in freight charges is thus a matter of direst 
and urgent importance to the coal using publie 
of that province, who are already buying Alberta 
coal in considerable quantities and seem fated to 
rely upon it more and more as the United States 
has to restrict export. The statement of the Min- 
inster of the Interior does not suggest that the 
Dominion Government has any plans in mind for 
reducing freight rates and thus making the 
‘logan ‘‘Canadian coal for Canadian bins,’’ apply 
in the part of Canada that has no coal of its own 
On thg contrary it indicates a temporizing policy 
of depending upon what Pennsylvania may be 
able to spare, and paying what may be asked for 
it, and trusting to luck that something will turo 
up when that supply is cut off 

Hitherto the distance of the central Canada 
consumer from the Alberta mines has not got 
much attention except from the mine operators, 
and Albertans generally. The situation appeara 
to be changing to one in which the consumer will 
be more vitally interested in that subject than 
anybody Coal cannot be hauled two

There are times when the perstat- 
ent concert-goer feels inclined to 
say, With Talleyrand, “Surtout, pes 
trop de zele," or with Ovid, "Medio 
tutiseimus ibis."’ Yet, so difficult are 
things in this world, that the very 
next day he may want more zeal, 
and, scorning safety and the middle 
path, be dissatisfied with any but 
the steepest byway. But whatever 
his preferences, he will sit tight in 
his @eat and fold his hands till the 
time comes for applause, and, being 
neither Maccenas nor e friend of 
Maccenas, hence without influence 
in shaping the musical destinies of 
his city, hope for the best.
